Rep. Kathy Tingelstad called the mesting to order at 8:45 a.m.

Susan Thornton discussed the meeting materiats for the agenda.

Members reported no conflicts of interest.

2. Review discussion of June 10 and adopt criteria for “ongoing” projects to request
proposals, including a review of the current projects (2005, 2006, 2007 & 2008
appropriations - approximately 230 projects)

Sen. Dennis Frederickson moved that 20 preposals be called in for a hearing based on the
compilation of member ranking {(See Attachment 1 — pages 5-7 from the 2009 RFP - Phase 1) -
motion prevailed.

Members discussed that no other proposals during Phase 1 RFP would be accepted and that
there would be an option to decline submitting a proposal.

Sen. Dennis Frederickson moved the following language for incorporation into the 2009 RFP for
helping with the selection of the continued projects:

Guidelines:

1. Continue efforts to maintain significant progress to complete a previously defined
multi-phase project/program.

2. Continue a multi-phase project that will provide timely and relevant research or
baseline data.

3. Are part of a continuum of researching, demonsirating, piloting and refining natural
resources practices that can be scaled up for broader implementation.
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4.  Are part of a coherent plan that is well developed and generally accepted by natural
resource professionals. '

5. Update or expand important statewide natural resource data or information.

6. Enhances the outdoor recreation system (M.S. Chapter 86A), the metropolitan
regional park system and the Local Grants Program administered by the DNR for
noen-metro regional and local parks.

Selection criteria:

- Have a statewide or regional significance.

- Have long term relevance.

- Are a slrategic or catalytic iInvestment.

- Anurgent need for funding (do not have significant existing funds remaining from
new or existing appropriations).

- Have proven success in achieving results.

- Have a project manager that has successfully managed past Trust Fund projects,

- motion prevailed.
The following was drafted into the Phase 1 RFP as a result of member discussion:

“For Phase 1 funding priorities, all existing Trust Fund funded projects were reviewed,
projects that might benefit from additional funding were identified, and a selection of
those projects identified were chosen as priorities for the LCCMR to consider for
additional funding. Specific projects within this selection are being asked to submit a
proposal requesting additional funds that outlines how such funds could extend andfor
accelerate their existing efforts. Those projects that respond to this request will be asked
to present their proposals before the LCCMR on September 23 or 24,

Proposals from projects and organizations not specifically identified in the Phase 1
Funding Priorities will not be accepted or considered as part of the Phase 1 RFP process.
A Phase 2 Request for Proposal (RFP) will be open to the pubiic for all proposals
consistent with the funding priorities identified for Phase 2. Phase 2 funding priorities will
be determined in July 2008 and a Phase 2 RFP is expected {o be Issued on July 21,
2008. Projects and organizations not specifically identified and requested to submit a
proposal for Phase 1 should review the Phase 2 priorities and, if appropriate, consider
submiiting a proposal under that process.

Projects submitting a proposal under Phase 1 are not guaranteed to receive additional
funding. Proposals will be evaluated and considered alongside Phase | Proposals.”

Adopt RFP outline for “ongoing” projects based on earlier decisions
Susan Thornton explained the draft 2009 RFP.

Sen. Pat Pariseau moved to adopt the 2009 RFP with staff being instructed to make the
necessary corrections — motion prevailed.

John Moncreif (U of M), Carl Rosen (U of M), and Bob Schaeffer (Central Lakes College)
discussed why they request the iime extension for their appropriation.

Peter Moe (Director of Operations, U of M Landscape Arboretum) discussed their M.L. 2003,
Chp. 128, Art. 1, Sec. 9, Subd. 8(1) as amended by M.L. 2005, First Special Session, Chp. 1, Art.
2, Sec. 150, as extended by M.L. 2006, Chp. 243, Sec. 16, “Land Acquisition, Minnesota
Landscape Arboretum” work programs. The parcel they are interested in acquiring is Exhibit A on
the map handed out. It has been identified as the number one parcel to acquire. It is between the
Arboretum and the research center includes much of there watershed. It also has over 20 acres
of high quality Maple and Basswood big woods forest. There is only two percent of the big woods
forest left according to the Minnesota DNR. There is a pristine wetland on this properly as weli as
several thousand feet of lakeshore on Wood Duck Pond which is right in the middle of the
Arboretum. Mr. Moe explained that they have been trying to acquire this property since 1974.

The University of Minnesota’s general counsel is negotiating for the Arboretum. Mr. Moe stated
that the Regents office may be voting this week for use of eminent domain acquisition. Mr. Moe
said the heirs are interested in looking at some unique arbitration that has a floor and a ceiling.
The appraisals vary from $3 million to $10 mittion but with a floor and a ceiling the University
would appoint one arbitrator and the heirs would appoint an arbitrator and then there would be a
neutral party that would agree on a value within the range of the two parties. Mr. Moe thinks that
this will happen but will not happen before June 30, 2008. If this doesn’t happen, the Arboretum
would like to purchase Exhibit B on the map handed out. Rep. Ron Erhardt asked what basis
they had for using eminent domain. Mr. Moe explained that it would be a negotiated process by
the U of M with the heirs.

Susan Thornton explained in order to use the Trust Fund money they would have to have willing
sellers as stated in the appropriation fanguage. If the sellers are not willing, this money cannot be
used for the purchase of the land.

Sen. Dennis Frederickson moved to approve for extension of the completion date to June 30,
2010 for M.L. 2003, Chp. 128, Art. 1, Sec. 9, Subd. (1) and M.L. 2005, First Special Session,
Chp.
